‘Belle Glade sewer system still 
doesn't measure up'says county 


Palm Beach County Health Dept. Engineer 
Umesh Asrani has recommended that the Belle 
Glade sewer treatment plant be awarded another 
temporary operating permit. 

“The Department of Environmental Regulation, 
state agency, makes the final decision on issuing 
permits", the engineer said, "but they usually go 
along with the local agency's recommendations.” 

Mayor Grear said “We're looking forward to an 
operating permit, but his recommendation sounds 
like what we're operating under now.” 

The plant is not getting the proper degree of 
treatment, according to Asrani. It is short 10%. To 
receive a full operating permit, there must be 90% 
treatment, but tests conducted by environmental 
officials showed only 80% treatment.

sewage is measured when the content goes in and 
when it comes out of the plant. Ninety percent 
removal of BOD (chemical waste) should be 
accomplished before the sewage leaves the plant. 
“The plant is operating better than ever before,” 
Asrani said, and “аз soon as the facility reaches the 
proper degree of treatment it would be issued an 
operating permit.” 
At one time, discharge was flowing into the 
Hillsboro Canal, but that condition has been 


salleviated. The city has made major modifications 


to improve plant conditions, he said, and he hopes 
the plant will soon get an operating permit. 

A major problem with the sewage system in 
Belle Glade, according to Altman, is that some of 
the sewer lines throughout the city are cracked, 
allowing ground water to seep into the raw sewage.

This adds to the volume at the plant and makes it 
more difficult to remove BOD. 

With a temporary permit, there is a specific 
compliance schedule that has to be followed. As 
long as the plant follows that schedule and gets 
things done on time, there are no problems. 


According to Asrani, the city is not on a 
moratorium now and will not be if this temporary 
permit is issued. But, as Altman said, "when 
you're not allowing sewage connections, you are, in 
effect, getting a moratorium.” 


The city was granted 200 ERC's (Equivalent 
Residential Connections) under the existing 
temporary permit. In a short time these will be 
used up, so that makes it more important that a 
new permit be issued soon.

Complaints were voiced by several. people at 
Tuesday night's South Bay City Commission 
meeting.

NEW YORK, July 19, 1776--А war of words is 
developing here where Gen'| George Washington 
has been momentarily expecting. a massive attack 

. by one of the greatest armadas assembled so far in 
7. this century~more than 130 British ships & more 
^ than 9,000 Regulars already in New York harbour. 
E A letter was today refused acceptance & 
returned unopened for the second time because of 
the way it was addressed. The envelope read 


7, “George Washington, Esquire, & ca., & са." 


Admiral Lord Richard Howe, commander of the 


+. British Navy here & one of the. king's Peace 
= Commissioners, had send the letter. Another Peace 


> Commissioner is Maj. Сеп" Sir William Howe, the 
admiral's brother & commander of the British 
invasion army, which is expected soon to be 
reinforced by thousands of Hessian mercenaries. 

The etceteras following Washington's name on 
the envelope represented a clumsy attempt by Lord 
Howe to indicate the proper rank of the American 
commander in chief without saying so. As the 
king's representative, Howe obviously cannot 
recognize the new United STates of America & their 
military commander at this time. 

Howe obviously cannot get a letter delivered, 
either. 

The incident actually began two afternoons ago 
when a British Naval officer under a flag of truce 
came up the harbour in a small boat from H.M.S. 
Eagle, Howe's flagship. He was met by American 
boatmen who stopped him & passed word of his 
arrival to Gen'! Washington's headquarters. 

Adjutant Сеп" Joseph Reed was directed to go 
‘to meet the officer aboard the small boat. At the 
confrontation, Howe's messenger, Lt. Philip Brown, 
said, “I have a letter, sir, from Lord Howe to Mr. 
Washington.” 5 

Reed replied that he knew of no person in the 
army with that title. 

Sir, will, you look at the address?" pleaded 
Brown. - Reed looked but would not touch the 
envelope. It read: "George Washington, Esp." 

“No, I, cannot receive that letter," Reed said 
finally: 

The British oficer saluted & signaled his 
oarsmen away but then came about abruptly & 
most civilly asked by what title Washington chose 
to be addressed. 

“You are sensible, sir, of the rank of Сеп? 
Washington in our Army.” я 

“Yes, sir, we are. I am sure Lord Howe will 
lament exceedingly this affair, as the letter is quite 
civil & not a military one. He laments he was not 
here a little sooner.” Е 

Admiral Howe arrived with a large fleet of ships 
from England which dropped anchor here four days 
ago — but that. was nearly two weeks after the 
Delcaration of Independence at Philadelphia.

+ The Florida Senate Lead- 
ership recognized Lewis’ 
diversified background and 
placed him on some of the 
most powerful leadership 
committees in the senate. 
He is vice-chairman of the 
rules and calendar commit- 
(ёе, member of the ways and 
means committee, — vice- 
chairman and past chairman 
of the Joint Administrative 
Procedures Committee. He 
was also chairman of the 
select committee on proper- 
ly rights and land acquisi- 
lion as, as well as a 


member of other 
committees. 

When Lewis was chair- 
man of the natural resources 
committee, the senate presi- 
dent gave him the very 
difficult job of re-organizing 
the complex: environmental 
agencies, which had grown 
so large that it was very 
difficult to cope with.

New federal beef grading 
standards have been in 
effect a few months, and it is 
quite probable that the 
average shopper has not 
detected any difference in 
the quality of beef at the 
supermarket. If that is true, 
the proponents of the new 
system have made their 
point. 

The whole idea behind the 
revisions was streamlined 
efficiency in beef production 
and marketing that should, 
in time, save money for both 
the cattle producer and the 
consumer. By the same 
token, consumers should be 
getting beef as tender and 
flavorful as before the 
changes went into effect in 
late February. 


The U.S. Department of 
Agricullure has estimated 
that some $2 billion a year is 
spent needlessly to produce, 
ship and trim off excess fat 
Írom beef carcasses. The 
new system's aim is to 
eliminate this wáste, while 
still delivering a top quality 
product. The revisions 
make it possible for slightly 
leaner beef to qualify for the 
Prime and Choice grades. 

The’ final judges of 
whether the mein sold 
under the new standards is 
as good as ever will be the 
beef eater of America. If 
their reaction is anything

like that of a taste panel, the 
new standards are off to a 
running start. 

The taste tests were made 
at Kansas State University 
by people engaged in meat 
science or meat processing. 
The primary object of the 
tests was not to rate beef 
under the old and new 
grades but the experiment 
was set up in such a way 
that differences in palatabil. 
ity of beef graded under the 
two systems can now be 
measured, 

Reporting on the ‘results, 
the Agricultural Research 
Service and the Economic 
Research Service concluded 
that there was no appreci- 
able differences in tender 
ness or overall acceptability 
between steaks graded 
Choice by the old standards 
and those graded Choice by 
the new standards. Thus, 
consumers buying Choice 
grade beef will not detect 
any lower quality. 

When all is said and done, 
the beef industry itself will 
determine the final impact of 
the grading changes on the 
marketing system and thus 
on the consumers. From 
cattle industry's standpoint, 
the new grading standards 
will encourage production of 
meattype livestock that can 
be raised and marketed 
more efficiently than in the 
past.

The Western European drought is taking the 
main spotlight insofar as world sugar prices are 
concerned. The statistical balance appears to be 
getting tighter and the large increase in open 
interest to over 52,000 contracts signifies large 
participation with concomitantly volatile price 


action. With world sugar production for 1975-76 
estimated at 82 million metric tons raw value and 
conumption at 80-81 million, one can envision that 
even a slight reduction in production, only about 20 
million tons enters world trade, about 15.5 million 
tons on the free market and the remainder under 
agreements between countries. Thus, though 82 
million tons are predicted, less than 79 million will 
be a more realistic figure if EEC countries 
production is affected. Only 15.5 million is traded 
in the free world market and prices are accordingly 
very sensitive, Based upon the possibility that 
weather will curtail production and reduce world 
stocks next year we would be buyers of March 1977 
sugar in 14.25-14.45 range with stops below 12.82, 
the contract. lows. 


Orange Juice 

The long awaited announcement of the Florida 
Canners Association set thé upward adjustment of 
inventories ob bulk concentrate at 4,270,089 gallons, 
near the upper end of the previously estimated 
range-of two. to five million gallons. Of this 
quantity, 439,580 gallons occurred during the 
current season, and 3,830,409 gallons were an 
adjustment for prior seasons. As a result of the 
latter figure, the carryover of 11/19/75 was revised 
upward to 51,226,384 gallons. (Caution is indicated 
in using statistics of the Florida Canners 
Association henceforth, as these figures will not 
include data from non-members of the Association, 
which at timies could be of considerable importance.) 

A potentially adverse near term market factor is 
concern that the USDA may increase its July 12 
estimate of Valencia oranges from the previous 
month's projection. On the other hand, the 
spill-over effect of rampant bullishness in many 
other futures markets has brought some stability to 
FCOJ futures prices.
